These funds are being submitted
retroactively due to an error that inadvertently excluded this award from the Sheriff’s
Office fiscal year 2014-15 BCC submissions. All activities are complete and all expenses
have been reimbursed, this staff report is to formalize the budget authority for fiscal year
15/16.
